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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments with respect to the rejection 
of claim 1 3 under 35 USC 1 03(a) as being unpatenable over Robinson, or Atkins, in view of Fisch and further in view of Driver have been 
considered, but fail to persuade. Applicants assert that there is no motivation to combine the teachings of Robinson or Atkins with Fisch, 
because Fisch teaches that the gene c6.1a does not appear to cause leukomogenesis. This is not found persuasive because as was 
stated in the previous Office action, Fisch teaches that disruption of the c6.1a is associated with leukomogenesis. The teaching in Fisch 
that is referenced by applicants in their remarks appears to have to do with the question of whether activation of c6.1a causes 
leukomogenesis. The previous Office action did not assert that c6.1a is activated, but instead that it is disrupted and there is loss of 
expression of the gene and that this occurrence is associated with leukemia. Therefore, the rejection is maintained for the reasons of 
record. 
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
